FEMRAL STUDENT LOANS 
PROPOSED BY PATTERSON 



&Ir. R. A. Pattorson, retiring 
president o£ tiie Canadian As- 
aociation of Real Estate Boards, 
(uggGsted yesterday that the 
Federal Bovernment should pro- 
vide °aid for needy students. > 

He compared Canadian spending 
witli that of other countries, not- 
ably the United States and 
Russia, who arc spending three 
and four times the amount per 
student which Canada is.' 

This would mean, he pointed 
out, that many students who have 
the ability and desire to go to 
university arc often forced to 
forego a college education for 
financial reasons.

Dr. P. Cyril Uamei, Principal and Vics-Chancellor of f hè Universif/, 
yesterday streited the important role of universities in moulding 
Canada's future. Dr. Jamei was speaking at the leason'i opening 
meeting of the Canadian Club, which is currently celebrating the 
beginning of its second half-century of exiiience. 



Dr. James pointed out that 
many people tliink of University 
only in terms of football gnmcs. 
However, he stated,, "A university 
is the place where today meets, 
and moulds, tomorrow." It was 
due to the realization of this fact 
that James ilcGill and others like 
him devoted large parts of their 
lives to aiding universities. 
RESEARCH AND TEACHING 
Research and teaching, said 
Dr. James, have been instrumental 
in shaping the Canada of tod.-iy. 
Both are carried on in the uni- 
versities. Research has been re- 
sponsible for advances in many 
fields. Many of tliese advances, he 
stated, have been made at Mc- 
Gill. j 

However, Dr. * James stressed 
that the significance of the meet 
ings between student and teacher 
in the university was all-im 
portant. "Canada", said Dr. James, 
"is not mines and oil-wells and 
farms; it is not office buildings 
and factories. Canada is what it 
is because of people." Teachers 
are 'an important factor in shaping 
the characters of "tomorrow's 
Canadians leaders." 
UNIVERSITIES PROGRESSIVE 
Universities, maintained Dr, 
James, tend not only to be ns 
progressive as the community, 
but also to anticipate its needs

NFCUS Future To Be Decided 



The Twentieth Annual National 
Conference of the National Federa- 
tion of Canadian University Stu- 
dents is to be held at Sir George 
Williams College from October B 
to 13. This is a crucial meeting for 
NFCUS as it is under fire from 
various universities, several of 
which have withdraw • from the 
organization. Thus the fate of 
NFCUS may well decided at this 
year's meeting. 

It seams, however, that the 
remainlnit universities will present 



much construcliye criticism. To 
tills end the Ontario delegates are 
lV)lding a regional caucus prior 
to the main conference. It is 
expected by the organizers of the 
conference that this constructive 
criticism will bolster NFCUS, 
allowing it to emerga better fitted 
to taclclc the basic problems pre- 
sented by a student movement In 
Canada.

238. Previously the students of 
the University of Montreal had 
expressed their displeasure with 
the organization by withdrawing 
from NFCUS. 

Other large Canadian universities 
have since followed the lead of 
Montreal's two universities. Both 
the Universities of Manitoba and 
Toronto voted to secede while the 
University of British Columbia has 
decided to vote on the withdrawal 
question ; after , this year's confe- 
rence! it is thus . clear that the 
coming conference will spell the 



life or death of the NFCUS as an 
effective organization of Canadian 
university students. 

Last February the Students' 
Society passed a motion calling for 
a unified front among those univer* 
sitics differing with NFCUS on 
matters of policy. The External 
Affairs Department' of SEC was 
asked to npproncli other non- 
members on this sul)jcct. At tha 
same time some students expressed 
that -"on the basis ol principle 
alone" McGill should be affiliated 
with NFCUS. '

both . Industry" and the civil ser- 
vice were'^rawing graduate, eng- 
ineers and ' scientists away from 
the halls of highér learnjng. , 

This problem could be solved' by 
more money which would allow 
the universities to pay better 
salaries and hire more assistants. 
This was not the whole answer, 
the principal added, A better 
school system, to enable ' brighter 
youngsters to progress more 
quickly is required. This, Dr. 
James said, was a challenge to the 
whole Canadian cdiicatiohal' sys- 
tem. 

Dr. James -ùïed as an example 
the school system in the United 
Kingdom. Tlicre, every- child of 
eleven years is aliowed^ to sit for 
scholarship examinations for Uni- 
versity entrance. Failures are 
given a second try when 13, fail- 
ures at both being considered un- 
able to proceed to . college. Those 
passing at, 11 are the" best eight 
per cent of the population and 
arc given special Instruction until 
at 17 they enter university. With 
this special instruction those 
children enter college better 
prepared than our children. Dr. 
James/suggested that. a similar 
system be set up in Canada.

understanding and cooperation 
from a broadcaster. 

A perennial wealcness in the 
executive echelons , of the . , net- 
worlcs is their 'opportuntetie.J,.raî 
tionalization of television's^ ftinc- 
tion. The industry lives funda- 
mentally by the code of giving 
the public. what it wants. This is 
not the place to argue the artistic 
foolishness of such ji standard; in 
the case, of situation comedies 
and other escapist diversions it 
is relatively unimportant. 

But when this code is applied 
to teeç-agcrs just becoming con- 
scious of life's processes, not only 
is it pianifestly without validity 
but it also is perilous. Catering to 
the interests of the younger 
generation is one of television's 
main ]obs; because those interests' 
do not always coincide with pa- 
rental tastes should not deter the 
broadcasters. But selfish ex-jjloita- 
tion and confihercializcd over sti- 
mulation of youth's physical im- 
pulses is certainly a gross national 
disservice. 

Sensible , , . " 

This issue is not one of cen- 
sorship, which solves nothing; it 
is one of common sense. It vis no 
impingement 'on the medium^'s' 
artistic freedom to ask the .broad- 
caster merely ^ to ^^.^excrcise . good

Dr. James emphasized the im- 
portance of private universities to 
Canada. Said Dr. James; "It is 
the function of a private' univer- 
sity to pioneer. Great universities 
supported by generous subven- 
tions from government can follow 
in their footsteps, but 
Canada would be poorer if there 
were no private universities to 
leod the way towards the future." 
LACK OF FUNDS 

The proportion of available 
funds presently being allocated 
to universities is not sufficient, 
maintained Dr. James. iMoney 
spent by business on new build- 
ings has increased twenty times 
in the past two decades,'* but in 
the same period^of. time expend- 
itures' on uhivèriitlès'^'havo in- 
creased only four times. More 
money is spent on each convict 
in our prison during the year than 
on each university student. 

It is not enough, stated Dr. 
James,, that our scientists are 
given a sound technological back- 
ground. It., is more important 
thot they have courage, vision, and 
high ideals. He pointed out that 
the scientists and engineers .of 
Nazi Germany had the finest 
technical training. Students obtain 
this more important education 
through their . contacts with their 
teachers and with other students 
of different backgrounds. 

Dr. James felt that the fresh- 
men of today . are more serious 
and eager than their predecessors. 
He attributed this to greater ten- 
sions in the world today, and the 
greater amount there is to be 
learned. 

Dr. James stressed that as long 
as the universities are maintained 
and grow with the country, "Can- 
ada's . future will indeed be
